June I.—W ith the w a ­ 
ters of tho Kaw and Missouri rivers 
nearly four fe^t above the disastrous 
level of 1881 and their sw ollen tide 
spread over twelve square miles of 
the city and Its suburbs, K ansas City 
Is enduring the worst flood of its h is ­ 
tory. 
In the valley of th e Kaw’ or K ansas 
riv er betw een this city and K ansas 
City, Ran., a report has It th at a n u m ­ 
ber of lives have been lost. One report 
says th a t fourteen and an o th er fifty, 
but in the m idst of the dem oralisation 
of traffic and the ordinary m eans of 
com m unication. It is im possible to v e r­ 
ify these reports. 
Fifteen are know n 
to be dro w n ed 
In nearly every in ­ 
stance the bodies w ere lying across 
piles of w’reckage. 
On the roof of a

The financial loss Is Increasing and

The heaviest 
loss is at A rm ourdale, w here the d am ­ 
age to the packing industry and others 
is placed conservatively a t $2,600,000 
A rgentine, another suburb, has su f­ 
fered losses estim ated a t $600,000. O th ­ 
er losses, which cannot now be e sti­ 
m ated, will increase th* total very m a ­ 
terially.
